His adoption by the Indian tribe 
evidently made a big impression on 
Mr. Dawes, for he surrendered his 
famous underslung pipe for an In- 
dian peace pipe, two feet long, be- 
decked with brilliantly dyed eagle 


feathers. Mr. Dawes entered the tri- 
| bal ceremony smoking his well-known 
‘pipe, but it was noted when the rites 
‘were over that he puffed happily on 
the long peace pipe. Chief Red 
Feather presented the vice president 
with the Indian pipe. 

The tribe also gave Governor Ross 
an Indian hand bag, decorated with 
intricate bead work. 

More than 15,000 persons witnessed 
the ceremony, which was a part of 
the closing program of the “frontier 
days’ wild west” celebration. 

The vice president during the wild 
cow milking contest acted as judge 
and unerringly spotted the cowpuncher 
who first produced a pint of milk, de- 
spite the wild melee of horses, cows, 
lariats and cowboys, 

Mr. Dawes was considerably excited 
when,Billy Wilkerson won the bron- 
cho-busting championship, “forking” 
and riding the wildest outlaw broncho, 
which had been named for the occa- 
sion “Heil ‘2 Maria Dawes.”

‘In Will of Late Lord Curzon 
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Londen, July 24.—()—Today’s 
Morning Post launched a sensational 
story that part of the will of Marquis 
Curzon was suppressed in the interest 
of the reputations of some of. his 
political colleagues, upon whom the 
famous statesman is said to have 
commented with great freedom. 

The Evening Standard said today 
that it understood it was former 
Prime Minister David Lloyd George 
of whom Macquis Curzon dealth with 
“nungent, illuminating comment” in 
the so-called “literary testament” of 
his will. 

The newspaper said Marquis Cur- 
zon’s sharp shafts were directed at 
Mr. Lloyd George for having adopted 
the functi..s of British foreign sec- 
retary during the arrangement of the 
peace treaty at Versailles. Curzon, 
during the framing of the treaty, was 
| iowa George’s secretary of state for 
foreign affairs. 
| Meanwhile the publie still was ex- 
pressing gratitude for the bequests of 
Marquis Curzon to the-nation and 
(the newspapers were printing details 
fof the will .with picturcs of the two 
famous castles saved for posterity 
through his action bequeathing 
them to the country.

He sum- 
moned a lawyer by telephone but he 
was ‘unable to come at such _ short 
notice. Accordingly, Lord Curzon 
asked the butler and nurse to witness 
the signature of the original will 
which had been amended and re- 
amended during the two _ previous 
years. Then, with a pencil he wrote 
on sheets of note paper a_supple- 
mentary will in which he referred to 
the testament, saying it was guidance 
and not publication.

Found Hidden in His Flat 


London, July'24.—John Singer Sar- 
gent, the American painter, who over- 
turned many a tradition of art during 
his’ lifetime, has reaghed from the 
grave to establish another precedent. 

Sargent’s executors discovered on 
the walls of his flat in Chelsea, the 
Bohemian district of London, 257 of 
the master’s paintings which he had 
retained for his own pleasure. Scant 
importance was attached to the find, 
as many of them merely’ were 
sketches, but it was decided to auction 
them. 

The first day of the auction, Fri- 
day, realized approximately $750,000, 
and some of the paintings still are to 
be «disposed of. 

None of the traditions of art were 


borne out by Sargent. In the first 
pince, he was an American, although 
born in Florence, Italy. Also he was 
the son of a well-to-do father. His 
schooling was of the best. Le never 
saw the inside of a garret unless out 
of curiovity, or to visit a less fortu- 
nate frierd. 

Before he was 40 Sargent was es- 
tablished in London as the most pop- 
ular portrait painter of his time, and 
before he died his works had been 
hung in the national gallery, an honor 


never accorded befvre to any artist.

- Marshal Petain wants 200,000 sol- 
diers immediately to bring the Moors 
to a standstill. But the correspondent 
of the Popolo di Italia writes that 
Abd-El-Krim has obtained the sup- 
port of nearly 300,000 additional 
tribesmen and he adds: ‘The Riffian 
revolt requires dimensions so vast 
that Franco's military strength will 
hardly manage to circumscribe them. 
The entire Mohgreb region is aflame, 
revolts and desertions in the French 
army proceed on an unheard-of scale 
and the army of Abd-El-Krim grows 
like a spring torrent.”’ The strength of 
the Riffians resides not so much in 
the geographical conditions at the 
present time as in the sapping of the 
French forces, not only native, 
also European mercenaries, by deser- 
tion.

RORTS 
NDS OF SCHOOL 


The annual report of Dr. N. He 
Ballard, state superintendent of 
schools, sent to the governor Friday, 
stresses the tremendous growth in 
ucation in Georgia and the consequent 
pressing need for heavier educational 
appropriations to meet demands of 
the people. Dr. Ballard recently end- 
ed his term as school superintendent, 
being succeeded by Fort E. Land, of 
Macon. 

Included with Dr. Ballard’s recom- 
mendations are reports of George D. 
Goddard, state supervisor of schools, 
and Dr. E. A. Pound, state super- 
visor of high schools. Mr. Goddard 
declares that the law of compulsory 
attendance must be more fully en- 
forced if illiteracy is to be stamped 
out in the state, and points out that 
present methods of financing schools 
cannot meet demands of the state. 

There are now 275 accredited high 
schools in Georgia, Dr. Pound states, 
with an enrollment of 65,989, com- 
pared to only 11 accredited high 
schools in 1905. 

Dr. Ballard urges that the present 
law requiring that one-half of the 
state’s revenue be appropriated to 
the common schools be either repealed 
or some means found of complying 
with it. He also supports the plan 
to create an educational equalization 
fund to insure at least a seven-month 
term in every county of the state.

| ( NE of the most interesting of recent announcements in the sporting 
| world is the report, whether true or not, that Jack Dempsey and 
| Harry Greb probably will meet at the arena at Michigan City, Ind. It 
'is interesting because Greb wants to fight Dempsey, he says, and Jack 
|says he is willing to take on the whirligig Pittsburger. There are many 
things yet standing in the way of such a match, and it may neVer take 
| place, but the speculative boys will find plenty to argue about. 

In the first place Greb is a middleweight—at best no more 
than a light-light-heavyweight,—while Dempsey may be counted 
on to scale around 200 pounds at any given nt. The dif- 
ference in their weights and punching powers should be an 
appalling thing to Greb, but it apparently is not. He willingly 
entered a training ring with Dempsey at one time, and it is 
the truth that the champion was not able to hit Greb with any 
satisfaction. 


HE principal difference, in so far as Dempsey is concerned, will be

TAXATION BY CITY 


The Henry Grady hotel Friday 
filed suit in Fulton superior court 
to prevent the city of Atlanta and W.

The property, which is the former 
site of the governors mansion, was 
acquired by the hotel through the 
Massell Realty Improvement company 
from the mansion lease committee of 
the state of Georgia. The city seeks 
to collect $4,564.26, said to be due 
for 1924 and taxes on property valued 
at $875,008 for 1925.

Fight To Regain 
Florida Estate 


Jacksonville, Fla., July 24.—()— 
Actions by the late Richard Croker, 
former Tammany Hall leader, convey- 
ing his Palm Beach estates, valued at 
several million dollars, during his life 
time to J. B. McDonald and the Palm 
Beach Estates, a corporation, were 
declared null and void in a decision 
handed down in federal court bere 
today by Judge Rhydon M. Call. 

The effect of Judge Call’s ruling is 
that the /title to the property which 
comprises the Croker homestead at 
Palm Beach is vested in the widow 
and heirs of Croker by his first 
wife despite the series of contracts 
and conveyances between Croker and 
MeDonald during the lifetime of the 
former.

In his decision Judge Call ruled; 
that a series of deeds executed by | 
Crcoker and Mrs. 
second wife, purporting to convey the 
Palm Beach :property to McDonald 
and the Palm Beach corporation, 
were void because the deeds to the 
property and the contracts with Mc- 
Donald did not constitute such = an 
alienation of his homestead rights in 
the property as to fall within tlie 
meaning of the Florida consitution 
regarding alienation of homestead 
rights and therefore did not vest such 
title in the lands in McDonald as 

would deprive the heirs and the 
widow of title to the same. 


“The original bill was filed in fed- 
eral court here last January by How- 
ard Croker, Ethel Croker White, and 
Richard Croker, Jr., all children of 
the late Tammany Hall leader, by his 
first wife. The bill sought to have 
the MeDonald contracts declared void 
and the conveyances set aside on tle 
ground that under the Florida eonsti- 
tution Croker had no right to convey 
preperty set aside as his homestead 
in. such a way that the rights of the 
widow and heirs in the property would 
be defeated. The original bill asked 
that a fee simple title to the property 
be vested in the complainant's sub- 
ject to the dower rights of the widow, 
Bula Croker.
